' MUNSAN, Korea, March 17 
{(AP)—Communist truce negoti- 
ators today accused the United 
Nations Command of carrying out 
another “criminal” aerial attack 
on a prisoner-of-war camp in 
North Korea. 

The Reds said a British soldier 
was wounded when an Allied 
plane strafed a camp near Chang- 
song before dawn yesterday, 

A group of negotiators working 
on truce supervision began the 
thorny job of picking five ports 
of entry for troops and materiel 
on each side of the battle line 
following Communist acceptance 
of a U.N. “package deal” yester- 
day. 

An Allied staff officer said 
approval of the five-point plan 
represented “the most progress 
in two months.” 

Camp Not Lighted. 

Chinese Col. Tsai Cheng-wen 
said the Allied plane opened fire 
on the Changsong prison camp 
despite “conspicuous markings” 


on the tents. He admitted under 
yuestioning, however, that the 
camp was not lighted. 

“It must be fiercely pointed 
put,” Tsai said, “that while your 
side has massacred continually 
ind at will the captured person- 
nel of our side ... your side has

FRESH ICE CREAM 
SERVED TO TROOPS 
AT FRONT IN KOREA

CHICAGO, March 17—Fighting 
mén in Korea are eating fresh. 
ice cream in the front lines—and 
often. This was disclosed Friday 
by officers at the quartermaster 
depot here. 

Lt. Col. J. J. Adams, chief of 
general supply, said, “As a morale 
builder at the front, it’s terrific.” 
The ice cream is made in a 
portable freezer,. weighing 1100 


pounds. The unit is powered by 
either gasoline or electricity. I¢ 
freezes two and one-half gallons 
of ice cream' every 15 minutes 
and has a 40-gallon storage 
capacity. 

“Ice cream brigades” distribute 
full containers to the front-line 
fighters. 

It is reported that the first 
front-line soldier in Korea, hand- 
ed a pint of fresh ice cream some 
months ago, broke down and 
wept, but he recovered quickly, 
of course. 


BONES OF 2 ROMANS 
KILLED IN 200. B.C. 
BATTLE ARE FOUND 


BRINDISI, Italy, March 17 
(UP)—Two human skeletons 
found by road. workers were 
identified yesterday as those of 
a Roman consul and a Roman 
soldier killed in a battle about 
200 B.C. 

The skeletons, which fell apart 
at touch, were identified from 
objects, caskets containing coins, 
and two tablets which said that 
one of the bodies was that of the 
Roman consul Cenzio. 

At the ‘time of the battle, the 
Romans were conquering a Greek 
colony in the Brindisi region. 


19,000 MEN CALLED 
FOR IN MAY UNDER 
NEW DRAFT ORDER 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
—The Defense Department today 
issued a May draft call for 19,000 
men—15,000 for the Army and 
4000 for the Marine Corps. 
The May call will bring to 
913,490 the total number of Amer- 
icans drafted or called to duty 
with the armed forces since Se- 
lective Service was resumed in 
September 1950. 

The Army’s share of the draft 
now totals 832,000. The May call 
boosts. to 81,430 the number of 
Marine draftees.

Mrs. Michaud was arrested yes- 
terd.ay on the California Limited 
en route to Chicago. She was 
arraigned on charges of conspir- 
ing to transport stoleu goods 
across state lines. Bail was set 
at $100,000. 

The $50,000 which FBI agents 
said she carried was the biggest 
part of the loot yet reported re- 
covered. 

Sheriff J. Peery Francis said 
Mrs. Michaud tried to commit 
suicide in her jail cell today. He 
said she had taken “a very heavy 
dose of sleeping pills.” 

A physician who examined Mrs. 
Michaud said her condition was 
not serious. 

Sleeping pills, a yellow capsule 
and a razor blade were found in 
Mrs. Michaud’s cot. 

Officers cbserved the effects 
of the sleeping pills when they 
tried to question her. She was so 
drowsy they could get little out 
of her.

PAG TREATIES 


Tells Senate One ‘Reaf- 
firms ‘Congress Control 
of Right to Make War’ 
—Smith of Maine Is 
Co-Sponsor. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
—Senator Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, 
today urged the Senate to vote 
against the Japanese peace treaty 
unless reservations are adopted 
to it. 

He introduced with Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith (Rep), 
Maine, nine reservations to the 
treaty and to the mutual security 
agreements with Japan, Australia, 
New Zealand and the Philippines 
which also are before the Senate. 

Jenner described as most im- 
portant a reservation which he 
said reaffirms “congressional con- 
trol of the right to make war.” 

He told the Senate that without 
the heservations, the treaties 
would transfer control of the ‘mil- 
itary establishment from Congress 
to the President, and allow him 
to transier it to another severeign 
power—the United Nations. 

Nature of Reservations. 

Four of the reservations would 
apply to the peace ftreaty, three 
to the security treaty between the 
United States and Japan, and one 
each to the security treaties be- 
tween this country and the Philip- 
pines and Australia and New Zea- 
land. 

One resevration proposed for 
all treaties would state that noth- 
ing in the pact would limit the 
right to the United States as a 
sovereign power to control its 


own foreign policy, military forces 
and domestic affairs, 

For the treaties concerning 
Japan, this reservation added that 
the pacts would not impose any 
“continuing limitation” on full 
Japanese sovereignty. 

Another reservation would 
maintain Japanese or 


Allied 
claims to southern , the 
Kurile islands and -.other prewar 
Japanese territory. It also would 
specify that the Senate did not 
imply approval of the Yalta and 
Potsdam agreements which gave 
the Kuriles and south Sakhalin to 
Russia. 

A third reservation would 
maintain United States claims for 
direct military costs of the occu- 
pation and claims‘ of private 
United States citizens against 
Japan. 

The fourth reservation would 
preserve Nationalist China’s 
claims to its former territory, in- 
cluding Manchuria, Formosa and 
Islands near Formosa. 

Appeal for Ratification. 

Senator “H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, urged speedy 
ratification of the treaty, telling 
the Senate this step might even- 
tually resore “a free and inde- 
pendent China.” 

“The day will. come when 
China will tire of the Soviet para- 
site.” Smith said in a Senate 
speech. “When that day comes, 
and it need not be far off, the 
United States must be ready with 
an attractive alternative.” 

Smith, Republican Senate au- 
thority on Far Eastern affairs, is 
the third member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee to urge quick 
approval of the Japanese treaty 
and three related Pacific security 
pacts with Japan, Australia 
and New Zealand, and the Philip- 
pines. Others are Senator Con- 
nally (Dem.), Texas, and Senator 
Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

Connally, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee who 
opened debate, told a reporter he 
is certain of ratification and 
hopes the vote may come late to- 
day or Tuesday. 

Both Connally and Smith gave 
high praise to John Foster Dulles, 
former Republican Senator from 
New York who negotiated the 
treaties as a special ambassador 
for President Truman. 

“The treaties constitute a new 
and firm foundation on which. we 
may build, if we are wise, a last- 
ing peace in the Far East,” Smith 
said. ' 

He added that the Japanese 
pact “places Japan on a footing 
of equality with all the other sov- 
ereign powers in the world—we 
could do no less with a proud 
and able people like the Japa- 
nese. 

For ‘Positive’ Foreign Policy. 

At the same time, Smith said 
the related security treaty, allow- 
ing the United States and United 
Nations to maintain troops in Ja- 
a pp sae Japan a “military 
orce sufficiently strong t 
tect herself.” : ro, 

Smith said stable peace with 
Japan depends on United States 
relations with the rest of the 
Far East, especially China. 

He said a “positive and imagi- 
native” United States foreign pol- 
icy may still line up China with 
the free world. Such a policy, he 
said, would include specific se- 
curity guarantees for China, trade 
mag - economic aid.

Informed sources indicated that 
the union strategy is. to hold off 
a postponement promise until the 
Wage Board issues its recom- 
mendations for settling the dis- 
pute. The board has promised 
action by Thursday. 

If the Government - recom- 
mended ¢. ms are favora»le—and 
indications are that they will be— 
the union probably will agree to 
hold off the walkout. 

The union has postponed its 
strike cate three times so far in 
its drive for an 184-cent-an- 
hour increase for 650,900 basic 
steel workers. Present -vages av- 
erage $1.92 to $1.97 an hour. The 
latest request by the board was 
intended’ to give the parties a 
chance to negotiate on its recom- 
mendations.

To prevent damage to the big 
steel furnaces, which require cool- 
ing off slowly to »revent crack- 
ing, the industry plans to start 
cutting down on ferro-manganese 
operations tomorrow.

States Steel Corp. and several 
other major firms will begin 
banking their main furnaces 
Wednesday. 

Industry spokesmen said that 
at best the .ituation will mean 
the loss of “two or three days 
production”: before production 
was back to normal. 

They said a three-day curtail- 
ment would cost the defense pro- 
gram about $70,000 tons of much- 
needed steel, 


Production administrator Manly 
Fleischmann said that if the 
threatened steel strike occurs, it 
would have ‘‘disastrous” effects 
on the atomic energy and other 
vital defense programs. He told 
a press conference that if the 
strike should come, “the most 
drastic possible controls would 
have to be imposed at once.” 


“In many areas like atomic en- 
ergy, the completion of projects 
is wholly dependent on steel 
items which are in current pro- 
duction,” Fleischmann said. 

Meanwhile, the, Wage Board 
met after an unprecedented all-

An increasing number of re- 
volvers and pistols have been 
found in the mail recenty, ad- 
dressed to marines and G.Ls.

Why do they want them? Among 
the reasons suggested were these: 

If officers can wear side 
arms, why shouldn’t enlisted 
men? 

In forward areas, close to 
the battle line, regulations re- 
quire that firearms be carried. 
A revolver in a holster is easi- 
er to carry than an M-1 rifle 
on a sling or in the hand. 

Some soldiers say in letters 
that they are inadequately 
armed, 

The military says sidearms are 
issued “to any and all whose 
duties require use of same.” 

Postal laws specify that “pis- 
tols, revolvers and other firearms 
capable of being concealed on the 
person... shall not be deposited 
in or carried by the mails.” How- 
ever, a provision allows side- 
arms to be mailed to -officers 
upon presentation of an affidavit. 


GOOEY SUBSTANCE 
DRIVES BIRDS FROM

Pigeons were flocking away 
from a ledge over the east en- 
trance to the Civil Courts build- 
ing today after workmen from a 
Chicago company poured on the 
ledge a strip of a gooey, yellow 
substance called “Roost-no more.”

HARRIMAN-SAYS 
INVITE ‘DISASTER 


‘We Would Be Risking 
Our Very Security,’ 
MSA Chief Tells Sen- 


ate Group. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
—W, Averell Harriman said today 
that any drastic cut in the admin- 
istration’s $7,900,000,000 foreign 
aid bill would be inviting 
“disaster.” 

“IT believe we would be risking 
our very security,” he declared. 
Harriman, director of the Mu- 
tual Security Agency, testified be- 
fore the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee which is considering 
the bill. He began his discus- 
sion of the measure last week 
and completed it in a brief ses- 
sion today. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, announced that Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson would 
take the witness chair tomorrow. 

Harriman’s statement that “dis- 
aster” might result from a big cut 
in the bill was in response to a 
question from Senator McMahon 
(Dem.), Connecticut, as to “what 
is the alternative” to foreign aid. 

If western Europe came under 
Communist sway, Harriman said, 
“it would be utterly impossible 
for the American way of life to 
survive. From the standpoint of 
raw materials alone, we would 
have to go to the Kremlin and 
beg to keep our production go- 
ing.”

ARCHBISHOP DIES IN CHINA 


MANY NEWSPAPERS 
IN GREECE BACK U.S. 
IN VOTING DISPUTE 


ATHENS, March 17 (AP)— 
Many Greek newspapers sided 
with the United States - yesterday 
in the government rift over Amer- | 
ican intervention in a dispute 
over the Greek electoral system. 

Only the organ of Deputy Pre- 
mier Sophocles Venizelos’s Lib- 
eral party, Elliniki Imera, carried 
an anti-American editorial. It 
said the United States might “lose | 
Greece and, along with her, 
southeastern Europe and the Med- 
iterranean.” 

Venizelos has been acting head 
of the coalition government since 
Premier Nicholas Plastiras suf- 
fered a paralytic stroke. The dep- 
uty has been trying to push 


through a simple . system of 
voting for parliament members. 

The Liberal’s ire was aroused 
by a letter three days ago in 
which United States Ambassador 
John E. Peurifoy argued against 
Venizelos’s plans and wrote in 
favor of a direct majority system

WASHINGTON, March 17. — 
The Federal Trade Commission} 
}has ruled that the Independent 


‘Grocers Alliance Distributing Co.,

and retail grocers, must ‘stop ac- 
cepting brokerage fees from the 
manufacturers and processors of 
grocery products. 

In a concurring opinion, Com- 
missioner Lowell B. Mason said 
the law forced him to vote for 
the order, but that the decision 
“cuts deeper into our food econ- 
omy than any other case that has 
ever come before this agency for 
consideration.” 

The order was issued under the 
“brokerage” section of the Rob- 
inson-Patman Act which, in: ef- 
fect, forbids agents of a buyer 
from accepting any brokerage 
fees from a seller. Under the 
Chicago arrangement, I. G. A. 
contracted for such fees from 
certain manufacturers and proc- 
essors and used the money to 
provide advertising and other. 
merchandising services for the 


wholesaler and retailer members. 
Majority Opinion. 

In the brief majority opinion, | 
Commissioner Stephen J. Sping- 
arn said the basic considerations 
of the case—which were agreed 
on by all parties—“should not be 
confused or clouded by exaggera- 
tions of the-scope of the decisions 
or by suggestions of frightfui con- 
sequences which find no support 
in the reeord or in the past ex- 
perience of the commission in 
the application of the law to many 
similar situations.” 


Mason contended, in effect, that 


‘the order ‘and the law on which 


it was based kill the opportunity 
of the stmall grocer to get the 
same merchandising benefits as 
chains. 

“This order,” he said, “will 
channel fees back to brokers 
which have. been spent on im- 

proving the lot of small retail- 
ers.” He said it would apply in 
many other fields of distribution, 
including “small town retailers 
of dresses, hats, furs and other! 
specialties who merchandise’ 
through resident buyers acting in 
their behalf, which buyers receive 
compensation from the manufac- 
turers.” 

Part of Grocery Dollar. 

“We are here enforcing a law,” 
he said, “which in effect decrees 
that a certain cut of the house- 
wife’s grocery dollar must go as 


'a broker's gabelle or else be 


pocketed by. the manufacturer 
rather than have it seep down to 
aid either grocer or consumér.” 

Mason noted that the FTC's 
examiner himself agreed that 
“organizations such as the re- 
spondent I.G.A. are probably the 
best solution” of the small re- 
tailer’s problem of merchandis- 
ing, stock control and manage- 
ment‘services. -

TESTIMONY FOR 


PERURY EVIDENEE 


Charges Would Be Pre! 


sented to Federal! 
Grand Jury If Signs 
That Witnesses Lied

Testimony in the trial of 
| James P, ‘Finnegan, former col- 
lector of internal revenue found 

guilty last week on two charges 
of official misconduct, is being 
studied by the Government to de- 
termine whether any of the wit- 
nesses might be charged with 
perjury. 

United States District Attorney 
George L. Robertson, who an- 
nounced yesterday that testimony 
in the trial is to be examined, 
pointed to conflicts in the sworn 
statements of witnesses. Robert- 
son added that several witnesses 
contradicted their testimony be- 
fore the United States grand 
jury which indicted the former 
collector for bribery and miscon- 
duct. 

Court Notes Discrepancies. 

United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen, in his charge 
to the trial jury, asserted: “I 
have no hesitation to say that 
certain witnesses apparently tes- 
tified falsely.’ The court pointed 
out that the defendant “was sub- 
ject to all the obligations of other 


witnesses” when he took the 
stand. 

Judge Hulen informed the jury 
that he permitted Government at- 
torneys to examine Saul Lichten- 
feld as a “hostile and adverse 
witness” because of “supposedly 
contradictory statements” Lich- 
tenfeld made before the grand 
jury and at the trial. 

Robertson said that if the study 
of the evidence indicates perjury 
was committed, the facts will be 
presented to the federal grand 
jury, which is continuing its 
study of Finnegan’s alleged mis- 
conduct in office. To prove per- 
jury the Government must show 
a witness testified falsely to a 
material fact. 

Verdict of Guilty. 

Finnegan was found guilty 
early last Saturday of violating 
the section of the United States 
code which prohibits a govern- 
ment employe from accepting 
compensation for services in any 
_ proceeding in which the Govern- 
-ment is an intéfested party. 

The misconduct involved ac- 
ceptance by Finnegan, then col- 
lector of internal revenue, of 
$5000 from the Warwick Hotel 
Co. for assisting the owners in 
collecting a $40,000 claim against 
the Coast Guard, and of receiv- 
ing $3000 from American Litho- 
fold Corp. for his aid in obtain- 
ing approval of $565,000 in Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
loans, which had been previously 
rejected. 

Judge Hulen has set next Mon- 
day for sentencing Finnegan, who 
faces a possible penalty of two 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine 
on each count. Harry C. Blanton, 
chief defense counsel, said he 
will file a motion for a new trial 
this week, and added that an ap- 
peal would be taken if a new 
trial is denied. Finnegan is at 
liberty on $5000 bond.

In the statement she signed 
at the Overland police _sta- 
tion, Miss Tracy said that Keil 
met her at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field at 11:30 a.m. yesterday 
when she returned from a flight 
to Rockford, Ill. He drove her 
to her apartment, where she 
changed her clothes, and then 
took her to lunch at a drive-in 
restaurant, she said. 

“About 3:45 p.m. Lawrence 
drove me to my home and stopped 
directly in front of the door,” the 
statement continued. “Just before 
this he said he was going to kill 
me and he was not going to marry 
me. He furtherstated that he 
was going to drive me to my home 
to get his gun.” 

Took Weapon From Him. 
The stewardess said she had 
taken the weapon, a .25-caliber 
Mauser automatic pistol, from 
Keil last Friday afternoon in the 
room of a downtown hotel where 
they had registered. He had 
threatened to kill himself with 
the pistol, she asserted, adding 
that in their stay at the hotel 
he had choked and beaten her. 
“I got the gun out of the 
dresser drawer and put it in my 
right-hand coat pocket,” the 
statement: to police continued. 
“When I got outside Lawrence 
was not in the car, but I saw him 
walking in the driveway. 

“I walked up to him and we 
walked back to the car together. 
Lawrence got in the car on the 
driver’s side and I walked around 
to the right side of the car and 
opened the door, and as I opened 
the door I removed the gun from 
my pocket and, aiming it at him’ 
I pulled the trigger until it 
would not fire any more. 

‘No, Tracy, No.’ 
“All Lawrence said after he 
was shot was, ‘No, Tracy, no!’ I 
then went back into the house 
and told Joyce to call the hos- 
pital.” 

Police Chief Hairgrove said the 
stewardess, asked whether she 
intended to shoot Keil with the 
pistol when she got it out of the 
drawer, replied: 

“I intended to shoot him as I 
knew this was my only chance 
to live.” 

“Did Lawrence threaten your 
life at any time?” 

“Yes, sir, many times,” she re- 
plied, asserting that Keil had 
threatened to tie her up, slash 
her with a razor, blind her and 
torture her by igniting bamboo 
splinters placed under her finger- 
nails. 

Miss Doleac told police she was 
in the kitchen when Miss Tracy 
had placed her note on the stove 
prior to the shooting. After read- 
ing the message, she hurried to 
the front door and tried to ques- 
tion Miss Tracy. 

“Betty Lou told me to go on 
back—she acted as if she didn't 
want to talk to me,” she said. 

Hears Series of Shots. 

About five minutes later, Miss 
Doleac continued, she heard a 
series of shots: and Miss Tracy, 
re-entering the apartment, told 
her to call the police as there

Miss Tracy met Keil last No- 
vember in Memphis, Tenn., where 
she was employed by a kitchen 
equipment firm before becoming 
an airline stewardess, police were 
told. Her stepfather and mother, 
Mr. and Mrs. I. W. DeLancey, live 
at Lucy, Tenn., about 20 miles 
north of Memphis. 

Keil, former regional traffic 
manager for Ozark at Memphis, 
came to St. Louis to fill the 
newly-created position of super- 
intendent of stations for the air- 
line. He lived at 1190 St. Math- 
thew drive, Florissant. 

Wife Knew Her Slightly. 

Mrs. Keil told the Post-Dis- 
patch today she had known Miss 
Tracy only slightly. She said 
the young woman had been em- 
ployed on Keil’s recommendation 
and had started to work only a 
few weeks ago. 

Mrs. Keil was aware her hus- 
band had been meeting Miss 
Tracy occasionally .but she 
thought their meetings were cqn- 
cerned only with air line matters, 
she said.

rett Phillips. 

He is under an indefinite jail 
sentence for contempt of court 
for failure to account for $250,000 
in assets in a bankruptcy pro- 
ceeding following collapse, of his 
huge automobile promotion ven- 
ture in 1948. 

Giffin and Phillips returned 
to Springfield today after waiting 
in vain over the weekend for 
Knetzer to return. They said the 
last word from him was a tele- 
phone call received at the hotel 
Saturday, at noon. 

Knetzer disappeared after Gif- 
fin accompanied him to the Jefe 
ferson Hotel. The automobile 
dealer asked the bailiff, who also 
is his attorney, to wait for him in 
the lobby while he met a man in 
an eighth-floor room. Giffin was 
informed the man would give 
money to Knetzer only if no one 
else were present. 

The bailiff, remaining in the 
lobby, received telephone calls 
from Knetzer every half-hour for 
six hours through the hotel 
switchboard. 

Finally, Giffin became suspi- 
cious and checked the room 
where Knetzer supposedly had 
gone. The occupants knew noth- 
ing of the missing automobile 
dealer. 

In seven previous furloughs, 
Knetzer had raised $170,000 of 
the $250,000 demanded as a con- 
dition of his release from jail. 

When his automobile promotion 
scheme collapsed, he owed 600 
creditors $2,400,000. For a time, 
when automobiles were scarce, he 
had done a land-office business, 
selling cars from an alfalfa field 


in Jerseyville, Ill, and from a 
showroom at Edwardsville.

the estimate given by Secretary 
of Agriculture Charles F. Bran- 
nan three weeks ago. 

Brannan announced Feb. 28 
that discovered shortages of gov- 
ernment price support grain in 
private warehouses would total 
from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000. 

The Agriculture Department 
subsequently said that to date 
criminal or civil suits have. been 
filed against warehousemen in 
25 cases involving grain valu 
at $7,100,000. , 

New Cases. 

In an’ interim report, a House 
Appropriations subcommittee dis- 
closed today. more than 12 new 
cases of grain shortages which it 
said the Department of Justice 
has referred to United States at- 
torneys for possible action. 

The report indicated that the 
shortages involved totaled more 
than $800,000. That would boost 
oy shortages to about $8,000,- 


The subcommittee cited the 
new cases as evidence that it 
has prodded the Government into 
more vigorous prosecution of 
warehousemen Who have specu- 
lated with government grain. 

It said it has received infor- 
mation indicating that the Agri- 
culture Department for the first 
time in nine years is now for- 
warding to the Justice Depart- 
ment for prosecution all cases in- 
volving possible violation of farm 
laws. 

Old ‘Screening’ Policy. 

Under a 1943 agreement, which 
the subcommittee criticized in a 
report last month, the Justice De- 
partment had permitted the Agri- 
culture Department to screen the 
cases and refer for prosecution 
only those meeting certain cri- 
teria. 

In reporting the apparent aban- 
donment of this policy, the sub- 
committee complained that it had 
resulted in failure to refer a 
large number of cases to the Jus- 
tice Department and it said this 
undoubtedly has contributed to 
the lack of-vigorous prosecution 

of violators of farm law in the 
past. 
Profits at Camp Crowder. 

The report said the Mid-West 
Grain & Storage Co. and the V. 
H. Harris Grain Co. made high 
profits for storage of Commodity 
Credit Corporation— grain in 
Camp Crowder, Mo., in facilities 
leased from the War Assets Ad- 
ministration. 

The General Accounting Office, 
the committee said, reported that 
Mid-West made a profit of $105,- 
744 and the Harris firm profited 
by $102,178. The profits were 
made, the committee said, because 
of the CCC storage policy.

pected to Create 


Constitutional Crisis; 


Ruling for It Would Add Fuel to Fires

South Africa, March 17 (AP). 
. MALAN’S race segregation poli- 


cies will face a major court decision and threatened mass 
demonstrations in the coming month. 


In this nation where 2,500,000 whites dwell alongside 10,000,000 


non-whites denied full property a 


nd political rights, the situation is 


fraught with explosive possibilities. 


The nation’s highest court is 
due in a few days to rule on the 
legality of a parliamentary act 
which would reduce the voting 
rights of 1,000,000 colored. This 
group stems mostly from mar- 
riages between whites and blacks 
and are virtually the only non- 
whites who, up to now, have had 
the franchise in South Africa. 


Possible Results of Decision. 

Observers predict a judgment 
against the Government will touch 
off a major constitutional crisis. 
There is speculation Malan may 
try to settle it by appealing to 
the country in a snap general 
election. 

A judgment for the Govern- 
ment will add fuel to the fires of 
resentment already smoldering 
among the non-whites who have 
announced nation-wide demon- 
strations to defy the country’s 
race laws April 6. That day 
marks the 300th anniversary of 
white settlement in South Africa, 
which is to be celebrated in gov- 
ernment-sponsored programs. 

Adding to the confused picture, 
white .opponents of the Malan 
Government plan to take a strong 
stand as soon as the court deci- 
sion is announced. Leaders of 
the Torch Commando, § strong 


right arm of Malan’s white op-; 


ponents—say their members will 
march on Capetown 96 hours after 
the verdict is handed down, no 
matter what the decision. The 
group, composed largely of war 
veterans, will carry torches and 
arrive in cars from every part of 
the Union tq demand the Gov- 
ernment’s resignation, its leaders 
predict. 


Tensions Apparently Rising. 

Against this background, racial 
tensions seem to be rising. In 
Johannesburg 11 Negroes were 
killed and nearly 100 injured in 
a recent week of fighting between 
non-white groups. Thousands of 
these non-whites pay to be pro- 
tected from lawless gangs who 
terrorize their segregated crime- | 
soaked townships.

COPENHAGEN, March 17 (AP) 
—A tentative agreement has been 
reached for an all-Scandinavian 
council to deal with the mutual 
problems of Norway, Denmark, 
Sweden and Iceland.

Twelve North Korean prisoners 
were killed and 26 wounded 
Thursday when a violent rock 
fight between rival prison groups 


resulted in a volley of shots by 
South Korean guards. 


“There would be no incidents 
down there (on Koje island) if 
the Communists would only be- 
have,” Van Fleet was quoted. 
“One incident leads to another, 
and the only sure strong-arm 
method for stopping them isn’t 
on our books.”

than that left by President 
Truman’s coyness about his presi- 
dential intentions. 

Democratic conservatives are 
laying recegnizable plans to cap- 
ture the national convention. 
Roughly speaking, their strategy 
is the same.by which they cap- 
tured the majority leadership 
for Senator Ernest McFarland of 
Arizona—a coalition of the South 
and West. 
| Senator Richard Russell is the 
commander of the Southern 
forces. Incidentally, he is the 
real commander, not the voice of 
reaction nor of his elder or for- 
mer Senate colleagues. His camp 
is therefore the more formidable. 

Kerr Organizing West. 

Senator Robert Kerr of Okla- 
homa is organizing the West. He 
still says that of course he is for 
Truman if he runs, but Senator 
Kerr is rarely on deck here these 
days—he is on the road lining 
up Nebraska primary support and 
probing other western possibili- 
ties to put with his Oklahoma 
cadre. 

Since Kerr votes with the 
Southerners on states rights’ ques- 
tions like civil rights, tidelands 
oil and statehood, they can com- 
promise on him. Similarly, Kerr's 
backers could switch to Russell 
without sacrifice of principle. The 
Georgian, in fact, has an even 
longer record of support for pub- 
lic power, New Deal agricultural 
programs and the like. 

But Russell is from the Deep 
South and that is admittedly a 
handicap in the pivotal states with 
big electoral votes which are the 
modern Democratic heartland. 
Kerr’s Oklahoma seems more west 
than southern, though it is cer- 
tainly southwest and his person- 
ality fits the western legend. 

Perceiving all this, Administra- 
tion stalwarts — not too large a 
band at best—are burning while 
Truman fiddles.

Russell has been represented 
as being determined to bolt the 
Democratic party and head a 
splinter Southern party unless 
the South has its way at the 
Democratic convention. Actually, 
Russell, who is both an able man 
and a Democrat to his fingertips, 
finds the thought of b ing up 
the old Democratic coalition en- 
tirely abhorrent. 

Has Refused to Split. 


Gov. James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina and Senator Harry 
Flood Byrd of Virginia have both 
labored long and hard to per- 
suade Russell to promise to run 
on a splinter ticket if Truman 
is renominated. Russell has 
steadfastly refused. 


Russell’s candidacy is intended 
primarily as a sort of friendly 
warning to Truman. The word 
“friendly” is used advisedly. Rus- 
sell has never been the typical 
Right-Wing southern | politician. 
On the contrary, he hag sup- 
ported many New Deal and Fair 
Deal measures, and he is not and 
never has been a dyed-in-the- 
wool Truman-hater. On the other 
hand, Truman is known to be 
grateful to Russell for his able 
handling of the MacArthur in- 
quiry. Russell’s name is always 
mentioned with respect and even 
admiration in White House cir- 
cles. 

Yet Russell wished to warn 
Truman that he will split his party 
wide open if he runs again. This 
is demonstrably true. The pres- 
sure on Russell himself to lead a 
splinter ticket will of course be 
very heavy if Truman is renom- 
inated. If Russell does change his 
mind, and agrees to head a South- 


ders his decision under the Florida sun, is now turning over 
in his mind the notion of a Democratic ticket headed by Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, who is the President's favorite for first 
place if he does not run himself,

Split Probable Anyway. 


Yet even if Russell stays regu- 
lar, the Democratic party will be 
broken in two just the same, for 
Byrnes and Byrd and the other 
Southern leaders are determined 
to run a Southern candidate: if 
Truman runs. They have already 
picked on Gov. Alan Shivers ‘of 
Texas as their second choice. 


Shivers would meet opposition 
in Alabama, North Carolina and 
Tennessee, since Alabama’s Sen- 
ators Lister Hill and John Spark- 
man, North Carolina’s Gov. W. 
Kerr Scott, and Tennessee’s Sen- 
ator Estes Kefauver are account- 
ed sure to stay regular, but even 
in these states Shivers would give 
the regul a run for their mon- 
ey, and he is accounted strong 
enough to take eight or nine 
Southern states in all. 


Thus Truman is confronted with 
the near-certainty, if he runs, of 
his party being broken again as 
it was in 1860 in the Douglas- 
Breckenridge split, which put the 
Republicans in power for more 
than a generation. Truman is a 
Democrat to his fingertips also, 
and this prospect must surely 
give him pause. 


The idea of a Stevenson-Rus- 
sell ticket as a way out may seem 
strange, but actually Stevenson, 
despite the fact that he is a 
Northerner and a proponent of 
civil rights legislation, is by .no 
means unpopular with the South- 
ern leaders. He is an old friend 
of Gov. Byrnes and he is a cousin 
of Senator Russell. He has strong 
feelings about states’ rights and 
government economy, and these 
views are welcome in the South.

Issues of Foreign Aid 
The choleric outbursts of Senator Tom Con- 
nally, who is suffering from an aggravated case 
of voterphobia, can hardly pass as adequate com- 

ment on the mutual security program. 

Hounded by the thought of political competi- 
tors who want his, job, and are pressing him 
hard in the Texas primary, Senator Connally 
periodically shouts that the country can’t go on 
forever appropriating large sums for foreign 


aid. He forgets that this is not the issue. The is- . 


sue is whether, not forever but this year, our 
own national interests require a 7.9-billion dol- 
lar program of military and economic aid to 
friendly nations. 

In fairness it must be said that some of the 
Administration arguments for the program do 
not quite hit the mark, either. When Gen. Brad- 
ley says the requested appropriation is less than 
one month’s cost of World War II, he forgets 


that a dangerously large share of World War 


II costs was met by Government borrowing. 
Since the present rearmament effort must be 
supported very largely by current taxes, it does 
not help to say that we could afford much more 
if we were going to pay in some other way. 
The Administration device of calling economic 
aid “defense support” is turning out to be some- 
thing less than a stroke of genius. The switch 
in terminology only infuriates statesmen like 


Senator Connally, who apparently fear that - 


something is being put over on them. 

Whatever they choose to call it, we hope, mem- 
bers of Congress will take a long, serious look 
at this form of assistance before yielding to the 
temptation to wield the broad-ax. Economic aid 
is, in fact, defense support when it enables an 
ally to make a greater military effort than other- 
wise could be made, Does Congress really want 
jo cut down the military potential of these allies 
—to shift a greater proportion of the military 
effort to our own shoulders? 


That is worth thinking over. 
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Pursuit of Perjury 


The 10-day trial of James P. Finnegan was 
full of contradictory testimony. This was ap- 


parent to the judge, the prosecutor and the jury, . 


so United States District Attorney George L. 
Robertson promises an investigation to see 
whether perjury was committed. 


Even Federal Judge Rubey M. Hulen’s in- 
structions to the jury noted the prospect of lying 
by witnesses. “I have no hesitation,” the Judge 
told the jury, “to say that certain witnesses 
apparently testified falsely.” And two days 
before Finnegan was convicted of improper con- 
duct as former Internal Revenue Collector, the 
prosecution charged that he had contradicted 10 
witnesses including some of his own. 

The Finnegan case was important principally 
as a means of enforcing higher ethics in govern- 
ment office. The perjury possibilities are im- 
portant because perjury is a deliberate affront 
to the processes of justice. Lies can defeat 
a fair trial. District Attorney Robertson is 
complying with duty in promising a vigorous 
pursuit of perjury in the Finnegan case, 
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For More Defense Facts 
W. Stuart Symington’s appeal for more public 
facts about the defense program will be as wide- 
ly supported as his warning that military expen- 
ditures must be thoroughly studied. 


Mr. Symifigton believes that the publication of 
specific figures on our production of tanks and 
planes will “galvanize public thinking into more 
action.” Whether he is right on this point or not, 
there is some value in knowing facts just for the 
sake of knowing facts. Having served in several 
high posts in Washington, he argues persuasively 
when he says that the publication of such facts 
would not impair national security. 


Ignorance never has much to be said for it, 
and it is true that there is a great deal of ig- 
norance about the exact extent and nature of 
the defense program. This can work two ways. 
It can lull the public into acceptance of an in- 
adequate effort, or it can make defense expendi- 
tures a “sacred cow” which nobody takes a close 
look at. Mr. Symington is against both conse- 
quences, and prescribes more public information. 
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Senator Kem Is No. 83 


Who are the best Senators? Who are the 
worst? Who are the mediocre ones in between? 

Two social scientists—Byron L. Johnson, Den- 
ver University, and W.°*E. Butt, Pennsylvania 
State College—have attempted to find out. Their 
procedure was to ask political scientists who 
specialize in the field of legislation to rate the 
Senators on the basis of “informed judgments 
largely free from provincial, partisan or emo- 
tional bias.” The points proposed for evaluation 
were: 1. attitude on domestic issues; 2. attitude 
on foreign issues; 3° legislative ability; 4. intel- 
lectual ability; 5. personal integrity. 

The results have now been compiled and pub- 
lished in The New Republic. The first five Sen- 
ators in order are: Douglas of Illinois, Kefauver 
of Tennessee, Morse of Oregon, Lehman of New 
York and Fulbright cf Arkansas. If this is 4 
to 1 Democratic, the balance is quickly redressed 
by Republicans in the next four places: Mrs. 
Smith of Maine, Lodge of Massachusetts, Aiken 
of Vermont and Saltonstall of Massachusetts. 


At the bottom of the list is McCarthy of Wis- 
consin with Jenner of Indiana just above him. 
The lowest ranking Democrats are McKellar of 
Tennessee (93) and McCarran of Nevada (87). 
Members of the “class of 1946”—first group of 
postwar Senators — generally rank very low. 
These include Kem of Missouri (83), Bricker of 
Ohio (86), Cain of Washington (91) and Malone 
of Nevada (92). 

The voting carries the listing astray at a good 
many points. Why, for example, should Hen- 
nings of Missouri (55) be ranked immediately 
below Car!son of Kansas, Martin of Pennsyl- 
vania and Kerr of Oklahoma? If the answer is 
that Hennings has served barely more than a 
year, then how is it that Moody of Michigan, 
who was appointed last year, is No. 19, just 
above Tobey of New Hampshire? 

We raise the point not to deny Blair Moody 
a good rating, but to suggest that the appraisers 
must not know of the work which Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. did in the Maryland election inves- 
tigation. Another Senator who is rated too low 
is Williams of Delaware (32). Certainly the man 
who dug into the Internal Revenue Bureau’s 
corruption deserves a higher rank than that. 
Taft of Ohio (24), M:Farland of Arizona (30), 
Connally of Texas (37), Knowland of California 
(44) and Dirksen of Illinois (48) are some of 
the better-known Senators who are graded out 
of the first quarter. 

The professors had a good idea but they 
obviously rushed into print with it before they 
got all the bugs worked out. To put Senator 
Fulbright in fifth place they must have given 
him some points for being an ex-college presi- 
dent. He has many good votes, but also enough

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If Gen. Eisenhower Comes Home 
A big drive is on, among his backers, to per- 
suade Gen. Eisenhower to return to the United 
States to enter into the presidential campaign. 
Senators Lodge of Massachusetts, Duff of Penn- 
sylvania and other Kisenhower leaders are get- 
ting up what’ amounts to a popular petition. 
Paul G. Hoffman, former Magshall plan head 
and now an adviser to the Eisenhower com- 
mittee, is in Paris to see the General, as is 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay. Mr. Hoffman says he 
thinks Gen. Eisenhowér can win the G.O.P. 
nomination without coming home, but he also 


says he would like to have him come back to 


discuss issues. 

How Gen. Eésenhower could yield to this pres- 
sure from his ardent supporters is hard to see 
—that is, without going bgck on his January 
statement of position. For he said then that 
“under no circumstances will I ask for relief 
from this (NATO) a#signment in order to seek 
nomination.”, He also asserted unequivocally: 
“I shall not participate in the pre-convention 
activities of others who may have such an in- 
tention with respect to me.” | 


It would be another matter entirely if the : 


SHAPE commander should be summoned home 
to testify as an authoritative witness before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. Were the 
General to return for such an appearance, he 
might very well also testify before the Senate 
Armed Forces Committee, as Senator Russell 
has said he, as chairman, would welcome. 

Whether they realize it or not, Gen. Eisenhow- 
er’s backers ask him to go back on his word 
when they demand that he return now to cam- 
paign, Were he to yield to them would he not 
lose more esteem than he would gain? And 
would he not seriously retard the vital work 
of building up a unified Atlantic defense force? 

These are questions for the Eisenhower eager 
beavers who seem to have their eyes on one date 
only and that is July 7 and the opening of the 
G.O.P. national convention. 
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Finale in Jefferson City 

Once again a Missouri legislative session is 
drawing to its close with all the excitement, 
hoop-la and confusion of a musical comedy 
finale. Once again chances are that some of the 
legislators’ most important work will get lost in 
the grand rush to leave Jefferson City. 

This is especially true of measures vital to the 
welfare of St. Louis. In jeopardy this time are 
bills which would authorize the city government 
to reimpose the earnings tax, the school board’s 
unit control bill, and the measure authorizing 
the city to operate off-street parking facilities. 

Since no outstate interests are affected by 
these purely home rule measures, it would seem 
that they should have passed through the legis- 
lative mill long ago—and with a minimum of 
difficulty. Not a penny of state money is in- 
volved. In fact, passage of two of the bills 
would reduce the possibility of the city making 
financial demands on the state. 

But here we are in what looks very much like 
the last week of the session, and with adoption 
of all three measures in doubt. Unless this 
doubt is favorably resolved in the next few days, 
just what are the citizens of St. Louis to think 
about the Missouri Legislature? 

Are they to believe that the men in Jefferson 
City regard St. Louis as a kind of low-grade 
colony to be milked with impunity and otherwise 
to be disdained and disregarded? 
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Near a Deadline in Steel 

Having postponed a steel strike twice, the 
Steelworkers Union may be expected to acqui- 
esce in the Government’s request for a third 
postponement. But evidently the union. leaders 
want to have a look at the Wage Stabilization 
Board’s recommendations before committing 
The WSB report is due Thursday, 
and Philip Murray promises that on the same 
day the union’s policy committee will decide on 
a 16-day postponement of the strike now set for 
next Sunday. } 

If the WSB report offers a reasonable basis 
for agreement between the union and the com- 
panies, then certainly the allowance of a period 
for bargaining on the final details of the contract 
should be in everybody’s interest. The public 
can only wait for the WSB report and hope that 
a costly steel shutdown will be avoided. 

The outcome may turn as much on the atti- 
tude of the companies as on that of the union. 
Judging by reports from the Office of Price 
Stabilization, the companies have failed to win 
approval for price increases of the magnitude 
they sought. If that decision holds, the com- 
panies will be called upon to absorb some part 
of the new wage costs. Willingness to do so 
would be the companies’ contribution to the 
defense effort, just as the union’s contribution 
would be a willingness to accept moderate ad- 
justments which avoid upsetting the whole sta- 
bilizafion structure.

When Is a Peanut a Bean, If Ever? 


A case that is likely to prove a tough nut—or 
bean—has been put up to the Supreme Court of 
the Soviet Union. Does a peanut remain a nut 
after the shell is removed, or does it then be- 
come a bean? The Dnepropetrovsk railroad, 
which delivered a shipment of shelled peanuts 
to a factory and charged the freight rate for 
nuts, decided on second thought that it should 
get the higher rate charged for beans, and now 
the two disputants are at it hammer and sickle. 

As we see it, the question of whether a shelled 
peanut is a nut or a bean possesses enough an- 
gles to keep litigation going for years if the liti- 
gants are really good and mad about it. What, 
for instance, are English peas when they are 
still in the shell? Are they several English peas, 
or just one English bean? 

And what about the coconut? There is a really 
complicated nut. Fresh off the tree, the coconut 
is covered with a fibrous material. Should the 
railroad charge for hauling it under the rates 
for fibres, or for nuts, or for meat, or for milk? 

Incidentally, while the Supreme Court of the 
Soviet Union is deciding whether a shelled pea- 
nut is or is not a bean, it should settle for once 
and all whether the peanut is not or is a pea, 
which seems to us even more likely, inasmuch 
as, when in the shell, it is not called a beannut 
but a peanut. Under any circumstances, and 
particularly under those we have mentioned, 
we do not envy the court its task. It is a deci- 
sion to tax a Solomon of the peanut patch (or 
the bean field, as the case may be.)

“Judging from Eisenhower’s general ob- 
servations, he’s to the right of Taft on do- 
mestic. issues,” is a common observation 
in Washington these days. 

To which the Eisenhower camp replies: 
“T.o0k at the Republican Senators behind 
Ike—Saltonstall, Lodge, Duff, Morse. 
their advice he'd take on domestic issues. 
If you want to know where he’d stand 
specifically on those issues, check how 
they voted.” 

The weakness in this reply is that Sal- 
tonstall has gone along with Taft on most 
of the key conten- 
tious domestic issues. 
Lodge and Duff (in 
his one-year-two- 
months’ serviee in 
the Senate so far) 
have been with Taft 
on many. Of the 
four most prominent 
pro-Eisenhower Sen- 
ators, only Morse has 
voted differently 
from Taft on most 
(by no means all) of 
these issues... And 
who can say that 
Eisenhower as Presi- 
dent would follow 
the Morse line instead of the Lodge-Salton- 
stall-Duff line? 

Th's year all of these four Senators were 
with Taft in voting to keep the present 
import ban on imports of dairy and allied 
products, 

Last year Taft was with all four in vot- 
ing against limiting public housing, of 
which Taft has been an advocate. 

In 1950 Taft was with Lodge, Saltonstall 
and Morse (Duff was still Governor of 
Pennsylvania) in voting to apply cloture to 
end the filibuster on the FEPC bill. 

Lodge and Saltonstall were with Taft 
(Morse not recorded) in voting for the 
McCarran internal security bill. 

Satonstall was with Taft for legalizing 
basing point price systems, Morse was 
opposed. Ledge wasn’t recorded. 

In 1948 Lodge, Saltonstall and Morse

voted to override the Truman veto of the 
tax reduction bill; so did Taft. They all 
voted to revive selective service in that 
year. And in 1947 they saw eye to eye in 


’ voting to allow a “voluntary” 15 per cent 


boost in rents. 


As for key domestic issues of the last 
five years on which Taft has voted differ- 
ently from a majority of the senatorial 
group for Eisenhower: 


In 1952 he was against statehood for 
Alaska (so was Saltonstall), Morse and 
Duff were for it, Lodge wasn’t recorded. 

Taft was for, Saltonstall, Lodge and 
Morse against, exempting certain natural 
gas producers from price regulation. 

Taft. voted against, Saltonstall, Lodge 
and Morse for, suspending the Jaw to al- 
low Gen. Marshall to become Secretary of 
Defense. 

In 1949 Taft (also Saltonstall) voted for, 
Lodge and Morse against, making cloture 
harder to apply on Senate filibusters. In 
1947 Taft was against, the other three for, 
Lilienthal as chairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. 

It is on foreign and defense policies that 
Taft has differed most consistently from 
Saltonstall-Lodge-Duff-Morse. 


In 1951 he was against U.M.T. in the 
draft bill; the other four were for it. 

He was for cutting foreign economic aid 
by $500,000,000, they weren't. 

Taft (also Morse, for once) was for no 
more troops for Europe without specific 
consent of Congress; Saltonstall, Lodge 
and Duff were on the other side. 

In 1950 Taft was against a beginning for 
the Point IV program, Lodge and Morse 
were for it, Saltonstall was with Taft. 

Taft was against, Saltonstall, Lodge and 
Morse for, $4,700,000,000 more for Mar- 
shall Plan aid. 

In 1949 Taft was against, the other three 
for, the Atlantic security treaty and the 
foreign military aid bill. 

It may be noted, in conclusion, that 
Saltonstall and Lodge voted for, Morse 
against, the Taft-Hartley labor-management 
bill of 1947. 


Juan the Wastrel

It is almost incredible that Argentina, 
one of the great food-producing countries 
of the world, should have to institute 
meatless days. The stringent food situation 
is in some measure attributable to last 
year’s severe drouth. More basically, how- 
ever, it is the result of the disastrous 
financial policies of the Peron regime. 
The lack of surplus crops for export, par- 
ticularly wheat, presents Argentina with 
a really serious financial crisis. 


Since the war Peron seems to have done 
his best to destroy what was once a 
wonderfully rich economy financed by 
agricultural exports. Just after the war, 
when other countries were hungry for 
wheat, Peron’s economic czar, Miranda, 
instituted what amounted to international 
brigandaze. Farmers were required to sell 
their grain to the government at low 
prices; the grain in turn was offered to 
needy countries at exorbitant rates. Farm- 
ers had little incentive to produce under 
such a scheme. 

At the same time, Peron’s grandiose 
plans for industrialization and self-suf- 
ficiency played havoc. He bought out for- 
eign corporations, nationalized the rail- 
roads and catered to industrial workers by 
raising wages. This naturally brought an 
exodus from the farms. It is possible to 
maintain an agricultural economy with 
relatively small manpower, as in this 
country, but only through mechanization. 
Yet Peron paid little attention to foreign 
exchange essential to the purchase of 
machinery abroad until the situation be- 
came desperate, and he seemed delib- 


. erately to alienate foreign investment. 


Apart from the food demands of the 
increased. population, wage favoritism to 


industrial workers created appetites for 
more meat. Yet today there are fewer 
cattle on the hoof than there were a year 
ago; and the cost of living has risen 80 
per cent since Sepiember 1949. Obviously, 
this squeeze makes the populace restive, 
and Peron’s status is probably more pre- 
carious now than even in last fall's 
“revolt.” 

His formula, Wke those of most dictators 
when their planning <oes awry, is to 
promise everything to everyone and blame 
the whole situation on an outsider—in 
this case the United States. He asks for 
a 20 per cent rise in productivity, at the 
same time promising to freeze prices, pay 
farmers more for their crops and raise 
industrial wages 40 to 80 per cent. The 
much-abused Argentines must be starting 
to wonder where the rabbits for this 
magic show are coming from. 


COUNSEL FOR COMMUNISTS. 
From The Pittsburgh Press. 

Five Western Pennsylvania Communists, 
awaiting trial on sedition charges here, 
have been unable to get attorneys to rep- 
resent them. That is understandable. De- 
fending Communists would be distasteful 
to the vast majority of attorneys. 

But these men must have legal counsel 
—and good counsel, at that. They wouldn't 
get it in Soviet Russia, which they s0 ad- 
mire. This, however, is America. 

For the protection of all Americans, ev- 
ery accused person—no matter how un- 
popular his cause may be—must have every 
chance to defend himself in court. As a 
contribution to the American way of life, 
attorneys of unquestioned patriotism 
should volunteer to defend the five men. 
Then they will have one less beef. 


Between Book Ends 


French Country Style 


FRENCH PROVINCIAL DECORATIVE ART, by Catha- 
rine Oglesby. (Scribner, 214 pgs., $8.50.) 

A constantly increasing interest in 
French provincial furniture and style 
makes this book of particular value to col- 
lectors and decorators. Throughout the 
French provinces, away from the courts, 
furniture was made by skilled craftsmen 


peasant-like, but it was characterized by 
simplicity and vigor that had little in com/ 
mon with Parisian fashions. It followed 
court styles in outline but the decoration 
and detail were essentially simple and tra- 
ditional, even going back as far as Mero- 
vingian times for patterns of dough 
troughs and bread cupboards. 


The woods chosen by regional cabinet 
makers were not those used for the fash- 
ionable world, but varied with the trees 
found in country and- village dooryards. 
Oak, walnut, yew and fruit trees furnished 
the woods and the ornament was less in 
quantity and usually carved instead of the 
elaborate marquetry, lacquered and gilt 
surfaces which mark the more familiar 
French periods. Also simple wrought iron 
and brass hinges, drawer pulls and key 
escutcheons were the rule instead of gilt 
bronze, or ormolu, mounts. The result was 
a -practical sturdy style suited to home 
rather than palace surroundings. The 
pieces are functional in form for purpose 
and place, but they added grace and charm 
to the homes they furnished. 


The author in preparation for this book 
has made extensive visits to little villages, 
towns and homes of France scattered 
throughout the provinces. She has not con- 
fined herself to furniture alone but in- 
cludes in her survey objects fashioned of 
metal, clay and glass and there is a chap- 
ter devoted to textiles as well.

The period covered by French provincial 
styles is given as commencing with the 
17th century and continuing into the 19th, 
through the time of Napoleon I. Introduc- 
tory chapters outline the periods and 
characteristics of court styles that parallel 
the decorative art of the* provinces and 
these are accompanied by a convenient 
chronological table for quick reference. 
Also included is a chart of “Styles, Artists 
and Ornamentalists.” The iist of artists is 
especially important as their paintings and 
prints serve as documents of information 
concerning how mirrors were placed, fur- 
niture upholstered and draperies hung. 

Armoires and cupboards were dominant 
fn the furnishing of a provincial home. 
Their purpose was to st<re the family’s 
possessions. Their importance and history 
are dealt with in one of the chapters while 
succeeding chapters are, devoted to tables, 
chairs and stools, benchés and couches 
and other furniture categories. These are 
followed by interesting chapters on mir- 
rors, clocks, ceramics, metalware, wall and 
floor coverings. Each chapter is accom- 
panied by appropriate reproductions of im- 
portant examples of French provincial art 
mostly from museum collections. Six full 
page color plates are also included. 

The author, Catharine Oglesby, was born 
in St. Louis, but her family moved to 
Texas when she was very young. Her book 
is a handsome and well printed volume 
written in an informal manner which will 
be interesting to laymen and students as 
well as professional decorators. A well 
classified and useful bibliography is ap-

This general indifference 
among the privileged, according 
to the men and women preparing 
for the panoramic collection of 
symphony, ballet, opera and liter- 
ature, is strangely matched by a

y left-wing intellectuals like 
Jean-Paul Sartre and Albert 
Camus. 

On the other hand, the hard- 
working festival staff has great 
praise for the space and coverage 
which the non-Communist press 
in France and other European 
democracies has willingly made 
available to the venture, which 
will cost “hundreds of thousands 
of dollars.” 


“The wealthy people you would 
expect to have the greatest en- 
thusiasm are the coolest,” said 
one committee member. “In Paris 
homes where butlers whisper the 
vintage years as they pour the 
wine, the host discreetly gets 
across the idea that American 
dollars do the job much better 
than the franc.” 

But it’s anti-Americanism that 
fires the feelings on the non- 
Communist left. Most Paris in- 
tellectuals cling stubbornly to the 
dream that the Russian revolu- 
tion created the first classless 
state. There is no room in this 
dream for Soviet concentration 
camps, of course. All the intel-

The “masterpieces,” incidental- 
ly, will open April 30 and close 
June 1 as planned. The Congress 
for Cultural Freedom, which is 
sponsoring the exposition, did not 
make French assistance a condi- 
tion, for starting the festival. 
Plans for bringing to Paris the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra and 
the New York City Ballet will be 
carried out. 

The idea of the sponsors in ap- 
proaching possible French donors 
and supporters was simply to 
make the program even bigger 
and better than originally sched- 
uled. Failure to pack more cul- 
tural treats into a schedule al- 
ready superlative barely damp- 
ened the committee’s zest for its 
unusual gamble. 

It is betting heavily on the 
show to pull off the fence of Com- 
munism the bulk of continental 
intellectuals. In Europe, large 
numbers of artists and writers 
outside the Communist party sit 
and brood over apologies for-the 
Soviet Union. This attitude, ac- 
cording to its critics, is so tradi- 
tional that it is snobbish. 

“We don’t know whether our 
performances will awaken them 
from their reveries, but the lack 
of a spirited response to our work 
here in France clearly shows the 
need of action,” said Nicofas Na- 
bokov, Russian-born American 
composer, who is serving as direc- 
tor of the exposition committee.

DOGS THAT STRAY 
GET TAG ‘ARRESTS’ IN 
COLUMBUS SUBURB 


COLUMBUS (INS) —Police of 
suburban Upper Arlington are 
hanging red tags on the collars of 
dogs found roaming in violation 
of the no-strays ordinance of 
the city. 

. The tags are to let the owners 
know their dog has been “ar- 
rested” for running at large. If 
the dog returns home with a tag, 
the owner must pay a fine—$3 for 
the first offense, $5 for the sec- 
ond, and $10 for the third. The 
fine must be paid within five days. 

The plan was suggested by the 
Columbus Humane Society. It

And then came March 8 and 
an event that ruined Willie’s take- 
pity-on-me act. At nine o'clock 
that night, Arnold Schuster, a 
Brooklyn pants salesman who had 
recognized Willie on a subway 
train, trailed him to his home 
and then tipped off the police, 
was shot four times as he walked 
down a street a few blocks from 
his home. Schuster fell to the 
sidewalk, dead before help could 


reach him. He had been warned . 


by anonymous phone calls and 
threatening letters that he would 
pay with his life for having put 
the finger on dapper Willie. 


In Queens county jail, a sad- 
dened Sutton heard the news of 
Schuster’s murder over the radio. 
Turning to one of his keepers, 
Willie said quietly, “This sinks 
me,” 


It was as though Willie was 
admitting that he was morally re- 
sponsible for this brutal murder, 
even though obviously physically 
innocent of the violent act. Here 
was a chain reaction touehed off 
perhaps when the _ incorrigible 
Willie began his life of crime 
years ago as a kid in Hell’s Kitch- 
en with a penchant for petty 
thievery. Although Willie could 
boast that in all his years of 
bank robbing, jewel heisting and 
prison breaking, he had never 
killed a man, he had kept com- 
pany with killers. Now one of 
them or perhaps some misguidéd 
fanatic, had killed in his name. 
Overnight the public lost sym- 
pathy with Willie. Today indig- 
nation still runs high over the 
killing of the 24-year-old war vet- 
eran, Schuster, who lost his life 
because he performed his civic 
duty. Rewards totaling $53,000 
have been offered for the 
arrest of his slayer. 


The only suspect so far named 
by police is Frederick J. Tenuto,; 
who broke out of prison with Sut- 
ton at Holmesburg, Pa., five years 
ago. Tenuto’ has one murder to 
his credit and his prison psychi- 
atric record lists him as a man 
intensely loyal to his pals and a 
rigid adherent of the underworld 
code. 


While the dragnet is out for 
Tenuto, Willie is due to go to trial 
tomorrow in Queens County 
Court for the $63,942 robbery of 
the Sunnyside branch of the 
Manufacturers Trust Co. on 
March 9, 1950. Willie says he 
knows nothing about this robbery, 
but he has been identified by wit- 
nesses who, incidentally, are un- 
der heavy police protection since 
the Schuster killing.

short while, Willie took a room 
on Dean street, Brooklyn, “be- 
cause there’s no place like a big 
town to lose yourself.” He tried 
to while away time with his radio 
and by reading such books as 
“Peace of Soul,” by Fulton J, 
Sheen, and “The Basic Writings 
of Sigmund Freud.”

Then one day the ice 
broken as the two began laughing 
over the spectacle of two pigeons 
fighting over a peanut, Willie be- 
gan a guarded conversation with 
her. 

“I have no one here and life is 
lonesome,” he told her.

When Margaret asked why he 
didn’t get a job, Willie told her 
he worked nights, but found his 
daytime hours hard to while 
away.

UR Uncle William’s recipe for 


longevity was “keep. both 

hands on the table when deal- 
ing cards, never argue with some- 
one bigger and avoid becoming 
part of an electrical circuit.” 

Most of your electrical appli- 
ances such as ranges, dishwash- 
ers, disposal units, and fixed 
washing machines don’t offer 
much in the way of a shock haz- 
ard because they are grounded 
either by a special grounding wire 
or through the plumbing system 
to which they are directly fas- 
tened. If, for some reason, an 
open circuit occurs in the wiring 
of the appliance the current will 
be immediately grounceed and the 
fuse will blow. This is the way 
it’s supposed to work. 

Portable equipment, on the 
other hand, doesn’t have this ad- 
vantage. For example, a portable 
washing machine usually has no 
mechanical or electrical ground. 
If an open circuit should appear 
it would sort of hang around kill- 
ing time until a suitable ground 
‘ happened to pass by. This might 
possibly be you when you touched 
the water in the machine or the 
metal frame. 


As’ soon as this happened and 
assuming that you were standing 
on a floor that was not perfectly 
dry, or were in contact with a 
plumbing fixture or pipe, the cur- 
rent in the taachine would use 
you as a means of getting from 
the machine to the ground. This 
would give you a shock. 


The way to avoid trouble of this 
sort is to run a special wire from 
the frame of the machine to a 
water pipe. A No. 8 wire is suit- 
able for this purpose and should 
make a good contact with the 
metal of the machine frame and 
the water pipe. Use emer’ cloth 
or sandpaper to remove any fin- 
ish, rust. and dirt from the pipe 
and framework so that your wire 
really makes a good electrical 
contact.

AKE nothing for granted! I have given that advice several

Prince Philip a Sailor Who Loves the Sea

This is the second of a series on 
Prince Philip, “Husband of the 
Queen.” The author, a veteran 
British newspaper man, is chief 
United States correspondent of 
the London Daily Mail. He accom- 
panied Prince Philip and Queen 
Elizabeth on their tour of Canada 
and the United States last year. 


RINCE PHILIP loved fiddling 
P about with boats and still does. 

His classmates say that he was 
always ready to do any job con- 
nected with boats, “however 
frightful or filthy.” 

Philip used to sail in rough 
weather and would have gone out 
in the roughest if he had been 
permitted. He did the cooking 
aboard the cutter which the boys 
had built at the school at Gordon- 
stoun, and there is no record of 
his ever being seasick when the 
combination of smells from the 
stove and the motion of the boat 
was turning others green. 

Philip was a lively boy. . Once 
he led .an entire class quietly 
out of the window while his 
schoolmaster was busily working 
out calculations on the black- 
board. But this was only a minor 
and superficial side of his na- 
ture. Dr. Hahn instilled a sense 
of discipline, self-reliance and 
tolerance into his boys. He insti- 
tuted an award -known as the 
Moray Badge which set- high 
standards in life saving, climbing 
and sailing and also required 
strict abstinence from alcohol and 
tobacco during adolescence. 

Philip was proud of his badge 
and even prouder of his self- 
discipline. He gave up smoking 
some. time ago and I never saw 
him resume the habit during the 
Canadian tour. He likes an oc- 
casional pink gin, Scotch and soda 
or a pint of bitter. He hasn't 
had a hangover for years. 

As he. progressed at Gor 
donstoun he became more inter- 
ested in his lessons. He became 
fond of Shakespeare and took 
part in the school plays although 
he was never much of an actor. 
He used to read for hours at a 
time alone in a corner. He used 
to go for long solitary walks. - 

Philip’s best subjects at Gor- 
donstoun were mathematics and 
geography but what he enjoyed 
most of all was the outdoor life, 
particularly the sea. He helped 
to build a cutter, became a Sea 
Scout and worked with the local 
blacksmith for a time. The boat- 
men in the little yards along the 
firth all knew him and he even 
qualified as a coast guard by the 
time he was 14, sharing the bitter 
night watches with the patrols. 

He spent a lot of, time in ath- 
letics and ended up at Gordon- 
stoun as captain of the hockey 
and cricket teams. He was also 
a first class sprinter and jumper. 
By the time he left Gordonstoun 
he was captain of the school. 
Philip had shown the qualities of 
leadership which were to help 
him at Dartmouth Naval College 
and during his war years and la- 
ter as husband of the Queen.

F course, credit must go to 

Lord Louis Mountbatten, 

Philip’s uncle, who had been 
a debonair and dashing playboy 
and night-clubber, and a close 
friend of the Prince of Wales in 
his younger days. He was at the 
time of Philip’s youth a sailor of 
distinction and was later to prove 
himself a statesman. He taught 
Philip a lot and is still teaching 


-him. 


Philip was about 18 when he 
entered Dartmouth—in the usual 
way, through competition—to be- 
gin his naval career. His passion 
for the sea had become more in- 
tense. 

It would have been easy for him 
to have used the influence of his 
powerful relatives, but Philip 
said, “I'll get into the Navy on my 
own or not at all.” He got into 
the Navy on his own to the de- 
light of Lord Mountbatten. 

The naval tradition in the fam- 
ily was running true and strong. 
Prince Philip did brilliantly at 
Dartmouth. I know it is the fash- 
jon to say extravagant things 
about royalty, but I am trying to 
avoid that in this story of the 
Duke of Edinburgh. Philip re- 
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coils from eulogy and detests flat- 
tery and fawning. 

But it certainly is correct to 
say that he did spectacularly well 
at Dartmouth. 

There is no doubt that Philip 
is a born sailor, and would have 
followed a career at sea all his 
life if circumstances had not in- 
tervened? It was a considerable 
sacrifice when his public duties 
as the husband of Elizabeth com- 
pelled him to reshape his career. 
There can hardly be a greater 
contrast than appearing at cere- 
monial banquets, driving along 
streets crowded by tens of thou- 
sands of people, meeting platoons 
of dignitaries and their wives and 
being under the perpetual scru- 
tiny of the public and the press 
v—and his life at sea. 

It is no use pretending that he 
relishes or even enjoys shaking 
the hands of hundreds of mayors, 
councillors and their wives or 
even being cheered by Boy Scouts 
and Girl Guides. No one does. 
But he realizes it is an important 
part of his responsibility and 
duty. 

The Duke of Edinburgh has be- 
come a dedicated man. Of course, 
he knew nothing of this goldfish 
bowl life before him when he was 
a cadet at Dartmouth. There was 
the swift success at the Royal 
Naval College, there were the 
letters to and ffom Princess 
Elizabeth and then ‘there was the 
war. ”

HILIP fought a full war. He 

left Dartmouth and joined the 

battleship Ramillies in Janu- 
ary 1940 as a midshipman. Al- 
though he was'now a member of 
the Royal Navy he was still a 
Greek by nationality. This irked 
him and, of course, it was absurd. 
Philip was completely British in 
manner and habit and custom and 
training. 

He applied in 1939 for naturali- 
zation as a British subject, but 
the application was held up by 
the war and it was not until short- 
ly before his engagement to 
Princess Elizabeth years later that 
he was finally granted his wish to 
be British under the law. 

The young Mountbatten had his 
share of tragedy even in his 
youth. One of his four -sisters, 
Princess Cecile, was killed in an 
air crash with her husband the 
Grand Duke of Hesse in 1938. 
Philip was deeply devoted to her. 

He plunged into his war duties 
with energy and enthusiasm. I 
think he must have expected ac- 
tion and glory right away be- 
cause he was soon complaining to 
friends, “This -is a dull war, 
There's no shooting, at least when 
I’m around.” — 

Yet the Ramillies shelled Bar- 
dia and Fort Capuzzo on the Lib- 
yan coast where the Italian Army 
was massed and Philip was aboard 
at the time. Perhaps he meant 
there was no shooting at him. He 
was a strong husky 6 feet 2 at 
19, a blonde, handsome youth— 
Danish looking with deep blue 
eyes and chiseled features. 

The action that he craved soon 


Kent and later joined the Shrop- 
Shire. In January 1941, he was 
posted again—this time to the 
battleship Valiant, on which he 
participated in a major action— 
the night battle of Cape Matapan 
on March 28. 

Philip was a midshipman in

drew Cunningham, Commander 
in Chief of the Mediterranean 
Fleet, mentioned Philip in dis- 
patches for his efficient services 
in keeping the enemy ship under 
the glare of the Valiant’s search- 
lights. 

After the Prince had come 
home and qualified ‘as a sub-lieu- 
tenant he served in H.M.S. Wal- 
lace. Philip rarely talks about his 
experiences during the war. But 
he did say not long ago, a little 
wistfully, “My generation, though 
reasonably well-schooled, is prob- 
ably the worst educated of this 
age. The war cut short any chance 
there was of securing. a higher 
education.” 

When he went back to his old 
preparatory school Tabors, which 
had been moved from Cheam to 
Hendley, he said, “I feel like a 
new boy again.... We were just 
old enough to go out and be 
killed. I am one of the lucky ones, 
but a lot will not be coming home 
again.” 

He is very much aware of these 
gaps in his later education and 
has tried to catch up by hours of 
intensive reading. While he is 
fond of mysteries, light lterature 
and newspapers, he is studying 
constitutional history and biogra- 
phies of statesmen, warriors and 
scientists.
